"An interesting coincidence was the 
presence of Mrs. Rev. Lewis, between 
whose late husband, a Union soldier, 
and Dr. Henderson a friendship sprang 
up while the former was a prisoner in 
a Confederate parole camp, of which 
the latter had charge. Many mes- 
sages of congratulation and regret 
were received from the many friends 
of Dr. Henderson who could not be 
present." 

Rev. Henderson was born in this 
city and was reared in Millersburg. 
He *ill be remembered" by many of 
the'older citizens of this city as a bril- 
liant Methodist divine and formerly 
served the State as Superintendent of 
Pubilc Instruction. At present he is 
confined in a Cincinnati hospital with 
sreious illness.

Bad Odor Harmless, Water 
Free From Impurities 
Declares Body 

The following article appeared in 
the Lexington Hersld of Friday and 
practically covers the situation exist- 
ing in Paris : 

"The Board of Health held a meet- 
ing last night at the City Hall and dis- 
cussed;the water cituation , in Lexing- 
ton. Messrs. John Stall and E. ti. 
Ellis, representing the Waterworks 
Company, were also present. As a re- 
sult of their discussion the board pass 
ed a resolution which was made pub- 
lic, in which they advise the people of 
Lexington to boil all water from any 
source used fur drinking purposes dur- 
ing the hot months. 

"They also stated that there is no 
danger from the odor in the water, 
which has been complaiaed of by a 
great many people and that there have 
been no cases of fever traceable to the 
wattr supply of the city: The reso- 
lution given out last night follows? 

" 'Numero.s inquiries having been 
made to the Board of Health ti t > the 
safety of the reservoir water for 
drinking purposes. The board has 
thoroughly investigated this matter. 

'* 'First, we wish ti state that tha 
odor of the water, which is so often 
complained of is due to no harmful 
oraanism, but to the presence of 
Alage. which are harmless. 

" 'The prolonged drouuht of the past 
euramer has caused' borsidr:rable in- 
crease of bacteria in the water, but no 
infection' has been traced to the water. 

" 'The board, howcver.as a measure 
of safety recommends that all water 
be boiled before drinking, until further 
notice from this board.

Jenny Por- 
chet, aged 51 — the only offlclH woman 
jailer in the world. 

Her prison lies in the pretty town 
of Aigie, with a population of 4,003, 
in the valley of Rhone. It forms part 
of an imposing .range of c?stellatcd 
buildings, the most conspicuous in 
that region. 

Thirty years age Mme. Porchet 
married the chief warder of the Aigie 
prison. When her husband became 
seriously ill she acted in his place 
without the local authorities being 
aware of the fact. Then after throe 
years' illness, Perchet died and the 
place of chief warder beconaing va- 
cant applications were filed. Several 
men applied for the post, whibh is 
fairly well paid and many of them had 
excellent credentials. Mme. Porchet, 
however, presented herself before the 
local commission, explained that dur- 
ing the three years' illness of her 
husband she had carried on his du- 
tiess so as not to lose the place, had 
introduced neveral minor reforms 
which had strengthened discipline, 
and at the same time made the pris 
oners more contented. She concluded 
that she could carry on the same work 
without fear or favor if the commis- 
■ioa " "'iid support her. 

I know it is an unsual request to 
make, io;- a woman to rule male pris- 
:s and 'rcor, tl em in order, but I 
z^. not frightened of a man or half 
a uosen of them." 

This statement brought smiles and 
nods of approval from the members 
of the commission, for Mme. Porchet 
is a veritable Amazon nearly six feet 
in height, powerfully built, and in the 
prime of health. Her face shows a 
character as strong as her frame, 
with powerful square jaws, a large 
mouth and piercing but kindly eyes. 

"Gentlemen," she continued, "you 
may still think that if I were attacked 
by a prisoner I would be helpless. 
Will you kindly ask the heaviest gen- 
darme on the premises to step here 
so that 1 can demonstrate to you what 
I could and would do with a man who 
dared to attack me." 

The president asked Mme. Porchet 
to retire and after the commission 
had considered the matter for a quar- 
ter of an hour she was informed that 
it was unanimously agreed to give 
her a year's trial and if she gave sat- 
isfaction the post would bo a perma- 
nent one. 

There was a touch of the feminine 
in the result, for this strong woman 
had tears in her eyes when she heard 
the verdict. 

"Gentlemen, I thank you," she said, 
"and I am sure that I will give you 
every satisfaction. I did not want to 
appeal to your sympathies as I have 
seven children to bring up and the 
loss of the position would have meant 
much to them and me."

The laws governing assessments in 
this Etate are so defective that when a 
raise ia made on the county it muat be 
on the county as a whole, and in a 
very few instancea thpae increases in 
the lands result in hardahips, but such 
ia never the case with the good lands 

The average valuation of Fayette 
land is $80 07 per acre, which is the 
highest while Bcrubon'a valuation 
which ranks third, ia $61. ^j.
